This, coupled with the tre- 
mendous km of prestige tfie University suf- 
fered, nMde May 21. 1952 a hard piD for 
everyone connected with the institution to 
swallow. 

(lurrcntly cinnlatini; on tlx- tampns are 
rumors of anoinnions plioiie c .dls and otlier 
communications that) are stirrin>» the jjopn- 
lacc with the idea that another panty raid is 
prevalent in the near future.
